The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUI'I  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwi: , at  pool  plants  for  milk 
testing  3-5'^  butterfat  are:  Base  Milk  “ v$6  35  and  Excess  Milk  - $5  04.  The  producer 

butterfat  differential  is  8.0  cents  for  each  one -tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below 
3.5^  test.  This  is  a Base  and  Excess  price  increase  of  3 cents  and  23  cents  respectively 
above  March  1971. 

In  March  1972;,  57-7^  of  the  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I 
at  .1^7.12  per  cwt.  and  42 .3'^ was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $5-04  per  c\rt.  The  March  butter- 
fat differential  for  Class  I was  8.1  cents  and  Class  II  was  7-8  cents. 

Total  pi-oducer  milk  received  during  March  1972  was  38,447,. 7^0  poimds  which  is  an  increase 
of  5,723,670  poimds  or  17-5^  compared  with  March  1971-  Deliveries  of  producer  Base  milk 
exceeded  producer  milk  used  in  Class  I by  12,829.,  324  pounds  or  percentagewise  only  63-4^ 
of  Base  milk  was  used  in  Class  I.  The  March  daily  average  deliveries  from  75^i-  producers 
was  1,645  pounds.  This  compo.res  to  693  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,523  pounds 
per  day  during  March  1971. 
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ADVERTISING  PROGRAM  - OTHER  FEDERAL  ORDERS 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  approved  the  addition  of  advertising  and  pro- 
motion plans  to  the  Chicago  Regional  and  Indiana  Federal  Milk  Marketing  orders  provided 
two-thirds  of  the  dairy  farmers  affected  approve.  Advertising  research  and  promotion 
of  m-ilk  under  a Federal  Milk  Order  was  authorized  by  a 1971  amendment  to  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Agreement  Act.  The  .Act  provides  for  the  establishment  of  research  and  develop- 
ment projects,  and  advertising  (excluding  brand  advertising).,  sales  promotion,  educa'- 
tional,  and  other  programs  designed  to  improve  or  promote  the  domestic  marketing  and 
consumption  of  milk  and  its  products. 

The  new  plan,  if  adopted  for  the  Chicago  Regional  and  Indiana  orders,  would  be  fimded 
by  an  assessment  of  5 cents  a hundredweight  on  all  milk  that  producers  deliver  to  each 
market  each  month,  before  returns  are  paid  out  to  producers  Quarterly  refunds  would  be 
made  to  a,ny  producer  not  wishing  to  participate. 

A milk  advertising  and  promotion  program  was  approved  by  dairj/"  farmers  for  the  New  York 
Order  area.  It  vMll  become  effective  on  May  1,  1972-  An  Advisory  Board  of  milk  prod- 
ucers will  be  appointed  to  advise  and  assist  in  the  adm.inistration  and  development  of 
this  promotion  program  funded  by  an  assessment  of  5 cents  per  hundredweight  on  milk  del- 
ivered by  producers  each  month.  The  New  York  Dairy  Promotion  Order,  if  not  amended  or 
otherwise  voted  upon  within  a period  of  three  years  from  May  1,  1972,  must  be  resubmitted 
to  milk  producers  for  their  approval.
